Lakefront 
view review

. BOYNE CITY — The city’s lakefront view was a 
topic of discussion at the Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission meeting on Monday, June 16. 

The planning board focused on a section of the 
city’s zoning ordinance that describes the standard for 


open lake views. 


Section 21.17 states: Any building or buildings 
constructed along the City’s lakefront shall be sited 
so as to minimize disruption of visual access to the 
lakefront from adjacent roadways and to keep open 
thirty percent (30%) of the lot width (measured at the 
road frontage) in order to maintain cones of vision be- 
tween the roadways and the lakefront. 

City staff had asked the Zoning Board of Appeals to 
interpret the section and that interpretation stated that a 
30 percent setback of the lot width is required, according 
to a report from planning director Scott McPherson. 

“The zoning board also recommended that the sec- 
tion be reviewed by the planning commission to de- 
velop clearer language,” McPherson read from his re- 
port to the planning commissioners. 

Planning commissioner Tom Neidhamer explained 
that the section as written didn’t clarify the side yard 


setback. 


“If you have 100 feet of road fronting and your 
building is 70 feet (wide) and you have 30 percent 
open, does that mean 15 feet on one side and 15 feet 
on the other?” Neidhamer asked. 

The definition of the phrase “cones of vision” in 
section 21.17 was also questioned by planning com- 


missioners. 


“Does cones of vision mean only lake view or.lake 
view and sky view?” Neidhamer asked. If a shrub was 
planted in the 30 percent open view location, that 
would interfere with the view of the water. A maple

East Jordan 
mayor is back 
to work

EAST JORDAN — 

Mayor Dan Bennett re- 
turned to his job at East 
Jordan Iron Works about 
two weeks after a stay in 
the hospital for conges- 
tive heart failure. 

“You learn to bring

deal. “Family obviously 
comes first.” 

The congestive heart 
failure may have been a 
result of a serious auto- 
mobile accident that Ben- 
nett was involved in 
about 18 years ago, he 
said.

Sheriff candidates 
discuss qualifications

CHARLEVOIX — With 
current Charlevoix County 
Sheriff George Lasater 
nearing the end of his term, 
both William D. Schneider, 
65 and Don Sproul, 57 have 
already begun the process 
of campaigning for the job. 

Lasater has put his sup- 
port behind Schneider of 
Eveline Township, serving 
the past 11 years as Under- 
sheriff for Lasater. In pre- 
vious comments, Lasater 
did credit Sproul for doing a 
good job noting the respect 
he had for the officer. 
Sproul of Charlevoix 
Township retired from the 
Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff’s Office in April of 2007 
after 25 years of service and 
is now working part-time 
for the Boyne City Police 
Department. 

Schneider has worked in 
the Sheriff’s Office-the past 
26 years after starting out as 
a road patrol deputy. Re- 
cently, the U.S. Office of 
Special Counsel was not 
satisfied with the recent title 
change for Schneider and 
Lasater has amended his 
title again to liaison officer 


Don Sproul 


for the county according to 
a June 20 letter from Lasater 
to the Special Counsel. 
Schneider said he would 
consider leaving the sher- 
iffs department only as a 
last resort and plans on con- 
tinuing his candidacy. 
Schneider is currently under 
investigation over a Hatch 
Act complaint which is an 
anti-corruption law prevent- 
ing public employees using 
public money, or influence 
in a partisan election. 

After the first notification 
from the Office of Special 
Counsel, Schneider had 
taken a lateral move in an 
attempt to come into 
compliance with the federal 
law. Chuck Vondra had

been named acting Under- 
sheriff while Schneider took 
an administrative role. In a 
June 6, letter, Schneider 
was told his position at the 
sheriff’ s department did not 
put his candidacy in jeop- 
ardy because his duties 
were not connected to fed- 
erally financed activities, or 
that of the employees he 
was in charge of. In an 
email on June 17, Schneider 
was told that new informa- 
tion was gathered and his 
case was once again under 
active investigation. 
Schneider’s background 
includes training in the U.S.

City settles with

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Beach water testing 
Michigan 

In a plan to alert beachgoers across northern Michigan, the North- 
ern Michigan Regional Laboratory in Gaylord in collaboration with 
three local health departments began weekly testing of lake water to 
check on levels of E. coli. 

The tests will indicate if water is contaminated with bacteria, vi- 
ruses or parasites that can cause waterborne disease. To prevent this 
alarming disease from affecting you and your family from viral men- 
ingitis or parasitic diarrhea, the health departments will post public 
health advisories and closures at beaches where lake waters are un- 
. safe. If the health department closes a beach, samples of the lake 
water will be tested daily until it is safe for swimming. 

Please take the appropriate steps if you come across this notice. 
The risks are real and avoiding contaminated areas during the 
summer will be paramount in protecting yourself. 

“With the laboratory located within our district and centrally: locat- 
ed in northern Michigan, we can get tests results very quickly,” Scott 
Kendzierski, Director of Environmental Health for the Health De- 
partment of Northwest Michigan said. “Fastturn around can help our 
agency respond quickly to poor water quality and can significantly 
shorten the time a beach is closed.” 

In other words, heed the warning. 

Testing will continue on a weekly basis from 67 public beaches in 
a nine-county region that include Alpena, Antrim, Charlevoix, Che- 
boygan, Emmet, Montmorency, Oscoda, Otsego, and Presque Isle 
counties. These results of the water testing can be seen at 
www.deq.state.mi.us/beach/public. 

According to Kendzierski, waterborne diseases were once a very 
serious threat to the public’s health. E. coli contamination in lakes is 
typically caused by animal droppings, especially waterfow1. Factors 
like accidents, weather, temperature, and water conditions can also 
interfere with the lakes natural clearing of the disease causing organ- 
isms. 

The good news is the testing of E. coli is easy so the information 
about contamination and the risks can be quickly identified. This is 
paramount for the public and the best way to avoid contamination is 
to research any beach in the area you are planning a trip to. Keep your 
family safe this summer and thanks to the Health Department you 
can rest assured the water you are swimming in is not contaminated. 
Report any concerns you may have with regard | to water quality to 
your local health department office.

Tips to ease your pets’ 
fireworks fears 


While the Fourth of 
July is a time for fire- 
works and celebration, 
for many pets and their 
owners it can be a 
nightmare. The loud 
noises, flashing lights, 
and smell of sulfur can 
cause excessive fear in 
pets. Nervous behav- 
iors such as trembling, 
whimpering, and pant- 
ing may be distressful 
to the pet, but the an- 
imal’s natural response 
to flee from what he in- 
terprets as a threatening 
situation may result in 
serious injury. Some 
dogs are so frightened 
by fireworks that they 
may run through glass 
windows, or escape 
from the yard and run 
the risk of being hit by a 
car.’ 

Here are a few tips 
from HomeoPet to oe 
this Fourth of July: 

‘1. Leave your pets at 
home and _ indoors. 
Most pets are afraid of 
fireworks and may. try 
to run away. 

2. Close all doors and 
windows and put on 
background music to 
muffle the sound. 

3. Close curtains and 
blinds to block the 
flashing lights. 

4. Be sure that your 
pets are wearing identi- 
fication tags or have 
microchips in case they 
do run away or get lost. 

5. Try to distract your 
pet with chew toys and 
games, or play with 
another pet that does 
not share his fear. 


6. If you have time, 
desensitization — tech- 
niques with appropriate 
sound CDs, such as 
thunder, - fireworks, 
trains, sirens, etc. may 
help pets get used to the 
sounds at a lower vol- 
ume, then as they be- 
come more comfort- 
able, gradually increase 
the volume. 


7. If your pet has. 


noise phobias, speak to 
your veterinarian about 
various products to 
help alleviate these 
phobias. Regrettably, 
the treatments that are 
available for dog pho- 
bias are very limited, 
none have been proven 
to work completely, 
and there are no drugs 
registered to treat fire- 
works phobias in dogs. 
Treatments for fear of 
fireworks fall into two 
broad categories... - 
drugs and alternative 
therapies such as dog 
appeasing pheromone 
and homeopathic treat- 
ments. 

What owners should 
do to help their dog is 
not as clear as what 
they should not do. The 
first step is to avoid 
doing anything that re- 
inforces the behavior. 
For instance, if the dog 
runs away and escapes 
the noise, that behavior 
is reinforced. Similarly, 
the fear response will 
be reinforced if an 
owner rewards the be- 
havior with extra atten- 
tion to the dog through 
stroking it, or trying to 
reassure it in any other

Binge Eating Disorder 
Obesity is not an indicator 
of psychological suffering. 
However, psychological 
communities determined 
Binge Eating Disorders 
(BEDs) describes certain 
eating patterns and 
pathological disturbances. 
For instance, BED is a 
sudden, compulsive 
ingestion of large amounts 
of food in a short period 

. followed by agitation and. 
severe self-criticism. The 
diagnostic criterion for 
BED follows. Eating in 
2 hour period large 
amounts of food, feeling 
out of control, cannot stop 
eating, eat more rapidly, 
eat until uncomfortable, 
eat large amounts of food 
when not hungry, eating - 

. alone, embarrassed by how 
much you eat, disgusted 
with oneself, depressed, 
and guilty over eating. 
There is a distress related 
to BED and the eating 
pattern occurs on at least 
days a week for 6 months. 
Research suggests this 
pattern begins with 
obesity, then failed dieting 
cycles, followed by BED, 
which affects self-identity. 
If you suffer from BED, | 
you might bring this to 
your doctor’s attention 
along with seeking 
psychological intervention.

Although it resists decay, pressure-treated lumber is 
prone to the elements. All decks, therefore, need to be 


sealed to protect them from sun and rain. 

Before you apply any sealer to your deck, you must 
clean it. Several products are available for this task, and 
for the best results, you should read and follow the man- 
ufacturer's directions. If your deck is extremely dirty, you 
may want to rent a power washer and give it a more 
thorough cleaning. This will remove most stains and 


mildew. 


After you have cleaned your dace. you should inspect 
it for damage. Sand away any splinters you see and 
replace all nails that are popping up with stainless steel 
screws. Take care of avy rOtnnG wood and give your 
deck one final sweeping. 

If you would like to stain your deck, you should do so 
before you. apply the sealer. Make sure you use semi- 
transparent for the floor and solid for the railings and 
banister. You can apply these with a roller and brush or 


a paint sprayer. 


When your deck is dry, you may apply the sealer. If 
you have stained your deck, you should use a clear 
wood preservative with UV protection. If you have not 
stained your deck and would like to add some color to it, 
you may use a tinted wood preservative. Either way, you 


brush or a paint sprayer. Make sure you 
let it sit for 20 minutes to penetrate the 
wood. Then go back over the surface to 
get rid of any bubbles and apply a sec- 
ond coat. 


To keep your deck in good condition, 


you should clean and seal it annually.

Whether you call it a 
health club or a gym, it is 
important to choose the 
right one for you and it 
may not be the one offer- 
ing the two-for-one mem- 
bership deal. You want 
the gym that best suits 
your personal needs and 
fitness goals. Here are 
some tips that can help 
you make your decision. 


Before beginning any 
exercise program at any 
gym, you should consult 
your doctor, especially if 
you have had health 
problems, have never 
exercised before or are 
starting late in life, or are 
pregnant.
